The RCP was an FAA (at that time it may have been CAA)-modified variant of 
the NC-100A. This would be WWII-vintage. National must have made tens of 
thousands of NC-100As and all their variants. These were typically used to 
listen to a single frequency in an airport control tower or other monitoring 
situation. That's the reason for the CONS modification. CONS stands for 
Carrier-Operated-Noise-Silencer ( I think....) and is basically a squelch 
circuit for AM reception. 


A restored RCP should be a good-performing BA receiver, like all the NC-100A 
types. I'm not sure about the speaker output. But it is unlikely to take a 
low-impedance speaker without some accommodation (matching transformer?). It 
may not even have a final audio stage and you may only have a low-level 
output there. That will take some research.

>The RCP was an FAA (at that time it may have been CAA)-modified variant >of the 
NC-100A. 


NC-100 non "A" chassis gents. Started out life as a NC-100, was 
modified into a type RCK or RCL, sent to the CAA, later returned 

for rework/mod into the type RCP by "Schuttig and Company" 

around 1945. The NC-100ASD was a signal corps version of the NC-100A. 


>These were typically used to 

>listen to a single frequency in an airport control tower or other >monitoring 
situation. 

Yep, should have a crystal controlled LO mod. that is front panel 

switch selectable also. 


>That's the reason for the CONS modification. CONS stands for 
>Carrier-Operated-Noise-Silencer ( I think....) and is basically a squelch 
>circuit for AM reception. 

Carrier Operated Noise Suppression. 


>A restored RCP should be a good-performing BA receiver, 
They are indeed. 


>I'm not sure about the speaker output. But it is unlikely to take a 
>low-impedance speaker without some accommodation 


Terminal strip back panel should have 20,000 ohms output, 600 ohms 
output, and one labeled monitor as well (15,000 ohms.) 


>may not even have a final audio stage and you may only have a low-level 
>output there. That will take some research. 

Has a 6v6, a 600-8 ohm transformer will work fine, about 3W total 
available. 


>Larry Ware is the National sliding coil guru so contacting him would 
>probably lead to a manual and other info.
